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DETAILED ACTION 

RESTRICTION 

1 Applicants preliminary amendment filed on 1/7/05 has been entered. 

Claims 3, 4, 5 and 6 have been amended. 

Claims 1-13 are pending in the application. 
2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1 claim(s) 1 (in part ) 2 , 3-6 and 7 drawn to a method of screening for and/or 
diagnosis of a cardiovascular disorder in a subject, comprising the steps of: 
detecting and/or quantifying the level of a polypeptide SEQ.ID.NO:2 and isolated polypeptide 
SEQ.ID.NO:2. 

Group 2 , claim(s) 1 (in part) 2 and 3-6 drawn to a method of screening for and/or 
diagnosis of a cardiovascular disorder in a subject, comprising the steps of: 
detecting and/or quantifying the level of a polypeptide SEQ.ID.NO:4. 

Groups 3-1 1 , claim(s) 7-8 drawn to an isolated polypeptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence SEQ.ID.NO:1, SEQ.ID.NO:3, SEQ.ID.NO:4, SEQ.ID.NO:5, SEQ.ID.NO:6, 
SEQ.ID.NO:7, SEQ.ID.NO:8, SEQ.ID.NO:9, SEQ.ID.NO:10 respectively. 

Groups 12-21 claim(s) 9 and 10-12 drawn to a Cardiovascular disorder Plasma 
Polypeptide (CPP) antibody that selectively binds to a polypeptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence SEQ.ID.NO:1, SEQ.ID.NO:2, SEQ.ID.NO:3, SEQ.ID.NO:4, SEQ.ID.NO:5, 
SEQ.ID.NO:6, SEQ.ID.NO:7, SEQ.ID.NO:8, SEQ.ID.NO:9, SEQ.ID.NO:10 respectively and a 
method of binding an antibody to a CPP comprising contacting the antibody with a biological 
sample. 

Groups 22-31 claim(s) 13 drawn to a method of identifying a Cardiovascular disorder 
Plasma Polypeptide (CPP)modulator comprising contacting a test compound with a polypeptide 
selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NOs:l-10 under sample conditions permissive for 
at least one CPP biological activity. 

The technical feature of linking Groups 1- 31 appears to be that they all relate to 
methods , polypeptides SEQ.ID.NO:1, SEQ.ID.NO:2, SEQ.ID.NO:3, SEQ.ID.NO:4, 
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SEQ.ID.NO:5, SEQ.ID.NO:6, SEQ.ID.NO:7, SEQ.ID.NO:8, SEQ.ID.NO:9, SEQ.ID.NO:10 and 

antibodies that bind to specific polypeptides. However, The polypeptides SEQ.ID.NO 1-10 and 

antibodies that bind to said polypeptides share no common special technical feature because 

the polypeptides have no common structure (i.e., no common sequence) and they each perform 

a different function in that each elicit an antibody that specifically binds to that polypeptide. 

Polypeptides and antibodies share no common special technical feature because the 

antibodies have no common structure and they each perform a different function in that each 

antibody specifically binds to that polypeptide. Thus they share no common structure and 

function so as to form a single general inventive concept under Rule 13.1. Hence, unity is 

lacking among groups 1-31. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R.$ 1.475 (d), the ISA/US considers that where multiple products, 
processes and methods are claimed, the main invention shall consists of the first invention of 
the category first mentioned in the claims and the first recited invention of each of the other 
categories related thereto. Accordingly the main invention (Group 1) comprises 1 (in part ) 2 , 
3-6 and 7 which is the first method and polypeptide. 

Further pursuant to 37 C.F.R.$ 1.475 (d), the ISA/US considers that any feature which 
the subsequently recited products and methods share with the main invention does not 
constitute a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 and that each of such 
products and methods accordingly defines a separate invention. Therefore, the groups of 
inventions below do not constitute a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 
13.2 and that each of such products and methods accordingly defines a separate invention. 

The technical feature of Group 2 appears to be a method utilizing different product , 
SEQ.ID.NO:2. 

The technical feature of Groups 3-11 appears to be polypeptides, SEQ.ID.NO:1, 3-10. 

The technical feature of Groups 12-21 appears to be antibodies that bind to SEQ.ID.NO:1-10. 

The technical feature of Groups 22-31 appears to be methods utilizing different polypeptides, 
SEQ.ID.NO:1-10.
